Kalloch’s Sympathizers.

Late Advices 
from Victoria, British 
Colombia. 
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Mass Keeling or Sympathizers with Mayor 
knlloch. 
S a n F rancisco, May 9th.—A mass meet­ 
ing of sympathizers with Mayar Kalbch in 
the attempt of the Supervisors vo impeach 
him, was held last eveniug, in Union Hall. 
Bonfires had heen started on the corners of 
Fourth and Third and Howard streets, and 
long before the meeting was called to order 
the hall and galleries were well filled. Several 
speeches were made in denunciation of the 
Board in regard to the Mayor, and the fol­ 
lowing resolutions were read and adopted : 
Wiisrkas, A partisan and corrupt Board of Super­ 
visors has attempted to impea.h our worthy and 
honored Mayor, I. S. Kaltoeh, the most upright, 
honorable and just ntlieial that has ever presided 
over the municipality of San Francisco, it is hereby 
¡temjloed, by the citizens Slid taxpayers of San 
Francisco, in mass meeting assembled,‘that we de­ 
nounce such act as the most malicious, unjust and 
unprincipled act in the annals of American h is t o r y . 
Resolved, In such act of the Board of supervisors 
of this city it was governed solely by political ai.d 
selfish motives on the part of the most nefarious 
plunderers that San Francisco has ever known—men 
with no feeling or sympathy with the people, whose 
servants they should have been, but whose masters 
they seek to be. 
Resolved, That we condemn and dcnounco such 
action, and as citizens and taxpavers of th s city ex­ 
press our fullest confidence in the integrity, honesty 
and faithful performance of Mayor Kalloeh’s official 
duties. 
Retolved, That this meeting is not held for the 
purpose of influencing the action of the Courts, but 
simply for the puqiose of expressing the feelings of 
the people here assembled on the subject of the 
proper administration of muuicipal affairs. 
Proceedings at the Sand Lot — Base Hall. 
San F rancisco, May 9th.—At the sand 
lot to-day resolutions were passed denouncing 
the Board of Supervisors for their movement 
to procure the removal of Mayor Kalloch, 
and speeches were made to the same effect, 
holding that the action was prompted to get 
Kalloch out of the way in the interest of 
schemes of plunder. 
At the Recreation Grounds to-day, in the 
base ball game of the champion series, the 
Athletics beat the Bay City Club eleven to 
nothing. 
The Female W alking Match. 
S a n F rancisco, May 9th.—The score in 
the female pedestrian match at 9 o’clock 
stood: Howard 297, Tobias 291, Donley 259, 
Young 245, Mason 240, Tourtellote 239. 
The Ward President». 
S an F rancisco, May 9th.—Nothing of an 
official nature worthy of note occurred at the 
meeting of the Ward Presidents to-day, but in 
conversation between the members there was 
a noticeable desire to take some steps to 
modify the intemperate nature of the saud- 
lot utterances as tending to work injury to 
the party. 
Fire at M arysville—Taken to the Stale 
Prison—llam ase from High W ater. 
M arysville, May 8th.—A fire last night 
at 12 o’clock destroyed a one-story frame 
dwelling on the west side of High street, be­ 
tween Second and Tnird, owned by Clara Ed­ 
wards, and occupied by Belle Havnes. Most 
of the furniture was saved. The large frame 
building north, owned by J. Tomb and J. B. 
McDonald, and occupied by the Mountain 
Ice Company and the Artificial Ice Company, 
was saved, with slight damage to the shells 
on the south. The fire was undoubtedly in­ 
cendiary, as a similar attempt was made on 
the same dwelling the night before. The 
dwelling is insured for §400 ; less on furni­ 
ture, which was insured, probably §150. 
Sheriff McCoy takes to the State Prison 
this morning William Blossom and David 
Jones, sentenced yesterday by the Superior 
Court to one year each, for burglary. 
Considerable damage from surface .water 
will be done to the early fruit trees and vines 
in the First Ward. The steam pump is run­ 
ning night ami day to relieve residents of the 
lower portion of that ward. 
knights of Py llitas at Stockton. 
S tockton, May 8th.—The picnic of the 
Knights of Pythias at Goodwater Grove to 
day was a success. A delegation of 140 
Knights came from Merced, in addition to 
the delegates from the Lodges of the various 
pares of San Joaquin county. An oration 
was delivered by the Grand Chancellor, S. 
L. Terry, and speeches were made by other 
prominent members of the Order. 
Napa t’oiinty Denioc.'tits. 
N a pa, May 8th.—The Democratic County 
Convention met here this afternoon. All the 
preciucts of the county were represented, 
twenty-eight delegates being present. The 
following delegates were chosen to represent 
the party of this county at the State Conven­ 
tion, to be held at Oakland on the 12th in­ 
stant : J. W. Smith, 1). Spencer, J. McPike, 
J. T. Washington, J. M. Palmer and H. 11. 
Harris. A County Central Committee was 
afterward chosen. 
Death of a Pioneer. 
M ission San J ose, M ay 8th.—Elias L. 
Beard died here at noon to-day, in the sixty- 
fourth year of his age. Mr. Beard arrived in 
this State in 1849, and from that time has 
been identified with tin interests of this place. 
In early days he was a large landholder here. 
He was a member of the San Francisco So­ 
ciety of California Pioneers, and a member of 
the Masonic fraternity. His funeral takes 
place to-morrow, from his late residence here, 
at 2 o’clock p. M. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
M is s io n Sa n J ose, May 9 th .—The funeral 
of the late E. I». Beard took place to-day at 
2 p. m. from his late residence. Over 150 
vehicles, filled with friends, followed the re­ 
mains to the last resting place at Washington 
Corners, showing the high ejteem in which he 
was held. Iiev. Mr. Lynch officiated at the 
house, while his old friend Judge Crane, by 
special request of deceased, delivered a very 
eloquent eulogy at the grave. 
The Last of the Jleuilocino Outlaws. 
U r ia h , May 8th.—John W. Wheeler, one 
of the Mendocino outlaws, is now on trial 
here. One day and a half has been occupied 
in selecting a jury from a venire of 115 
jurors, the defendant peremptorily challeng­ 
ing the full number allowed by law and 
taking ten exceptions. The jury are from all 
parts of the county. Sam. Carr, who turned 
State’s evidence, was the second witness put 
on the stand, and occupied over four hours 
repeating his evidence in Brown’s and 
Gaunce’s cases, with some further revelations 
as to Wheeler’s complicity in the dark plot. 
Mr. Cooper interposed thirty-eight objections 
to the questions of Mr. Carothers, the Court 
sustaining but nine. 
Eighteen witnesses 
have been examined thus far. Wheeler con­ 
stantly prompts his counsel, and with con­ 
summate ability. 
Hotel Destroyed by Fire. 
C olton, May 9th.—The Transcontinental 
Hotel, which has by its excellence made our 
little town famous with the traveling public, 
is in ashes. This morning at 1 o'clock a fire 
was discovered in the eastern side, where the 
L makes an angle with the main structure, 
the fire having been started directly in the 
angle, under an elevated balustrade which 
ran along the side of the main building about 
four feet from the ground. The alarm was 
given by some one passing, and the entire 
population of the town was soon on the spot, 
helping to save what little furniture could be 
reached. 
The building being entirely of 
wood, and as dry as a tinder box, saving it 
was out of the question as soon as the fire 
got the slightest headway. 
Scarcely any 
furniture was saved, the stifling smoke filling 
the rooms so soon, and a number of the 
guests lost all their effects. The building was 
owned jointly by the Western Development 
Company, of San Francisco, and the Colton 
Land ami Water Company, and it is thought 
to have beeD insured by the San Fraucisco 
corporation for §7,0(0 The furniture was 
insured for §2 000. Mrs. D. Pine was the 
lessee, and her loss will be about §2,000 above 
the insurance. The building was about four 
years old, and cost §10,000. A detached 
warehouse in the rear of the brick store be­ 


longing to W m. H. Minzer was also burned. 
I he store occupied by T. W. McIntosh, by 
strenuous exertions, was saved, but the stock 
was badiy damaged by breakage and water. 
Had the store burned the entire block must 
have gone, and our town this morning been 
nothing but a memory. There are some very 
curious circumstances in connection with the 
firing of the hotel, which point to some one 
familiar with the premises, but no clue or 
stable theory as to the guilty party is as yet 
at hand. A searching investigation will be 
had. 


ARIZONA. 
Tlie In<11.in War In Arizona. 
T ucson (Arizona), May 8th—A special 
just received by the Star from Fort Thomas 
says: Victorio iu yesterday’s fight killed 
George II. Stevens and about twenty families 
of Indians who were living on his ranch. 
Stevens lias been in Arizona fifteen years, 
was a native of Massachusetts, had been 
connected with the Indian service many 
years, and was at the time of his death en­ 
gaged in stock-raising. Captain Tupper left 
1 ort Thomas with reinforcements last night. 
It is believed that a decisive battle is now 
being fought. The scene of action is fortv- 
five miles from Fort Thomas anil the tele­ 
graph lines. Victorio is trying to reach the 
Sau Garlos reservation to get the wives of his 
warriors, and, if possible, get reinforcements. 
General Garr's foresight in placing Captain 
Kramer with his force on Ash creek has, it is 
believed, been a complete checkmate to the 
chief’s plans. 
THE OTHER SIDE OF THE STORY. 
N ew Y ork, May 8th.—The Sun to-day 
prints a letter from A. J. Fountain, who 
went from Sacramento to New Mexico with 
General Garleton at the beginning of the re­ 
bellion, and has been living iu Mesilla since 
1872. Fountain is Chairman of the Republi­ 
can Executive Committee of the Territory, 
and writes to his brother here, under date of 
April 22 i : “ I start to day for the Mescalero 
Indian Reservation. You will see by the 
papers I send you that they are having a ter­ 
rible time down there. General Hatch, af­ 
ter having been whipped all over the country 
by Victorio, lias gone t > the Mescalero 
Agency, and driven away all the Indians who 
were behaving themselves. My old friends 
Caballero, Gorgones and San Juan, the prin­ 
cipal chiefs of the Mescaleros, have lied from 
the reservation, and it is feared have taken 
the warpath. I am sent for to go out and 
try and induce them to return. The whole 
country east of us is up iu arms. Victorio, 
with less than two hundred warriors, has 
whipped over eight hundred troops. Don’t 
believe a word you read iu Eastern papers 
about affairs here. At San Andreas, thirty 
miles from here, a battle occurred some 
days ago. There were four hundred troops, 
and not over sixty 
Indians. 
Tbe 
troops claimed a victory, and pre­ 
tended they killed thirty Indians, when, in 
fact, they were I adly defeated, and came 
near being annihilated. They lost one Cap­ 
tain and seven men, and killed one squaw. 
General Hatch makes a big blow about it in 
the papers, and claims a great victory. I 
predicted this thing months ago. Of all the 
wretched mismanagement that has uniformly 
characterized the conduct of Indiau affairs 
on this frontier, there has been none to equal 
this last. I fear that huudreds of lives will 
be sacrificed by the imbecility and criminal 
stupidity of our officials.” 
KRAMER’S LATEST FIGHT. 
S anta F e (Xew Mexico), May 8th.—Kra­ 
mer, with 18 men of the Sixth Cavalry, 
fought 90 warriors of Victorio’s band all day 
on Friday in Rock creek canyon. Several 
soldiers were wounded. Blackman, with 
twenty cavalrymen and thirty Indian scouts, 
has reinforced Kramer, and Colonel Carr 
also dispatched help from Camps Grant and 
Thomas. The Arizona troops, now in co-op­ 
eration with General Hatch in New Mexico, 
have been ordered home to follow up the trail 
of Victorio into Arizona. 
kram er’s repo r t of h is o pera tio n s. 
T ucson, May 9th.—A special to the Star 
from Fort Lowell the 8th, says : The follow­ 
ing was just received from Ash Creek valley, 
A. T., May 7th, via Camp Thomas : 
I have to report that yesterday, about noon, some 
of my Indian scouts reported the hostiles of Vic­ 
torio’s band fighting with peaceable Indians and 
herders at Stevens’ sheep camp, about eleven miles 
above my camp on Ash creek, in this valley. I at 
onvc tO"'k all my available force, about 20 enlisted 
meli and about the same number of Indian scouts, 
and started for tbe scene of fighting, deeming it 
btst to reach and aseist the parties at the sheep 
ranch at an early moment. I took a rapid gait with 
the cavalry, soon passing my scouts, u ho were un­ 
able to keep up, being dismounted. When near the 
scene of trouble very suddenly we received a v Hey 
from the hostiles, compelling us to draw off a 
reasonable distance, where I skirmished with them 
until the arrival of my scouts, who were in the foot­ 
hills. When the increased fire was turned U|ion 
them the enemy broke and run, gained their 
animals, which they had secured in the dis­ 
tance, and made off at a rapid pace. Sergeant 
Griffin of my company was mortally wounded 
and has since died, line Indian scout received a se­ 
rious wound, hut not dangerous. I followed the en­ 
emy witli what cavalry I had, keening the scouts iu 
the foothills, it having been decreased to fourteen 
enlisted men by having to detail some as couriers 
and for attendance on the wounded. After reaching 
a distance of about nine miles the enemy took a 
stand in a veiy strong position. I sent Lieutenant 
Bloekson, witli his scouts, to make a detour to the 
enemy’s rear, wh n, under the heavy fire of the 
scouts, they again broke and ran off. I followed 
them until'nearly dark, they taking an easterly di­ 
rection for the mountains, when, not being able to 
overtake them, and my pack train not having come 
up, I returned about four miles and went into camp 
for the night. 
6:30 ,v. v -T he pack train has just arrived. Major 
Tupper arrived at daybreak. It is impossible for 
me to judge of the casualties of the enemy in yes­ 
terday's tight, it having occurred in a very rough 
eouutry.

P ort T ow n sen d, May 9th.—About 9 
o’clock last evening the bark Rainier came in 
without assistance, and anchored opposite 
town. She was carrying a cargo of lumber 
to San Pedro when the collision occurred 
Friday morning, the 7th, and was about 
eight miles outside, having passed the Cape 
about 8 o’clock A. M. The weather was clear, 
with light squalls, the wind being about 
S. S. W. About 9 o’clock the C. L. Taylor 
passed to the windward of the Rainier, the 
vessels being on opposite tacks, and soon after 
the Taylor tacked, which left both vessels on 
the port tack. _ This time the Rainier kept so 
close to the wind that her sails were caught 
aback, and Captain Bergman, of the Taylor, 
who was then engaged trimming sails, seeing 
this, undertook to keep clear of her by sail­ 
ing around her stem to leeward, and in doing 
so struck the Rainier on the port side iu the 
fore chains, carrying away the foretopmast 
down to the masthead, the maintop gallant- 
mast and upper main topsail yard, the latter 
being broken in two. The headgear was un­ 
injured, excepting the jib stays. The deck 
load of lumber evidently protected the Rainier 
considerably, but her side was injured 
sufficiently to cause a leakage when she 
rolled. A sailor named Alilbv was on the 
foretopsail yard when the collision took place, 
and fell with the yard below tbe lower yard, 
but in falling caught the rigging, thus saving 
himself and sustaining but slight injuries. 
The Rainier has probably lietn damaged to 
the extent of §2,000 or §3.000. In addition 
to the injuries reported yesterday as sustained 
by the Taylor, she lost her foretop-gallant 
mast and one anchor, leaving only her fore­ 
yard and lower foretopsail yard untouched. 
The Rainier leaves to-day for Port Gamble in 
tow of the tug Goliah, while the Nacoma 
takes the Taylor to Seattle.

MIKING NOTES. 


More mining patents have been granted 
during the past six months in Utah than 
in the entire preceding year. 
It is expected that quite an important 
copper mining industry will spring up in 
the Walker river region on the completion 
of the Bodie branch of the Virginia and 
Truekee Railroad. 
There is great excitement at present in 
Lincoln county, New Mexico, over the re­ 
cent discovery of very rich mines of what 
is known as wire fe!d, and miners are 
pouring in from every direction. 
The new gold mine discovered about six 
miles from Baker City, about a month ago, 
says the Oregon Statesman, has been pros­ 
pected off and on since 1S64. Its richness 
is now declared to be immense, while it3 
extent is as yet unknown. 
The total shipments from Bodie District 
from the period of its revival, in 1877, to 
the present time are as follows : 1877, 
§797.022 80: 1878, §2,129,732 5S; 1879, 
§2,556.847 58; and four months in 1880, 
§844.110 S7. Total product to date, §6,­ 
327,719 95. 
The foothills of El Dorado, Nevada, 
Tuolumne and other counties are now being 
more actively prospected for gold-hearing 
quartz than ever before. Alany promising 
mining locations have already been made, 
and investments by Eastern capitalists are 
of frequent occurrence. 
Several of the leading mines in Amador 
county, through their Superintendents, 
have notified miners who belong to the 
Aliners’ League, that they will not give 
employment to such men hereafter, and 
that those of the League who are now em­ 
ployed will be discharged unless they with­ 
draw from the organization by the 10th in­ 
stant. 
Anyone visiting Folsom, says the Tele­ 
graph, will at once form an idea of the 
extensive mining operations that have been 
entered into here, and that they have' been 
made to pay, and pay handsomely, no one 
can doubt. On the hills# in the valleys, 
in the bed of tho American river, and in 
fact everywhere around us are evidences of 
the miner’s toil, and we understand that 
very soon parties from San Francisco will 
commence mining on a very extensive scale 
near town. 
The Oregonian reports a strike about six 
miles from Baker City. The owners now 
are taking out with a hand-mortar at the 
rate of §1,000 a day. It appears the pocket 
is increasing in width and richness, and so 
far they have taken out over §20,000. If it 
keeps on the chances are they may take 
out millions. There is nothing equals it 
except the Gold Hill excitement in Jack­ 
son county. S. Ottcnheimer & Co. have 
rock on exhibition of which a ton is worth 
from §50,000 to §75,C00. 
About one and one-half miles east of 
Tombstone, A. T., is a large out-put of ore 
on the mesa that is 1,800 feet wide, cov­ 
ered by three locations in width, having 
the surface covered with good-looking float. 
There is several shafts from live to ten feet 
in depth, blit no vein is disclosed. It is 
all alike and everywhere assays from §4 to 
§14. At a depth of ten feet it runs into a 
dark gray dust that looks and feels like 
ashes, and all this ashy stuff assays from 
§8 to §12 in silver. It is a curiosity. 
From D. C. Courtney, who left Jackson­ 
ville about six weeks ago for the Skagit, 
and who returned as far as Portland, the 
Oregon Sentinel learns that those mines 
are the worst kind of a fraud. Mr. Court­ 
ney had to travel over 50 miles of snow, 
frequently 50 feet deep, and on his arrival 
found numerous claims “ staked off” in 
the snow, but no one working. He found 
many miners there, who were unable to 
return, and subsisting on charity, and was 
told by the first locators that §5 per day 
was the highest wages they had ever made. 
HANGTOWN. 
Another Account of the Origin of the 
Name. 
The Hollister Enterprise of May 8th has 
the following from John Breen. Mr. Breen 
is one of the survivors of the ill-fated Donner 
party, and lived in California before the dis­ 
covery of gold at Sutter’s mill. He also was 
one of the founders of Placerville, and neces­ 
sarily familiar with the facts to which his 
communication relates: 
“ I read in your last issue an account of 
how Placerville came to be called Hangtown, 
which is a mistake. During the winter of 
1848 9 I lived at tbe place now called Placer­ 
ville, encaged in mining. Some time in Jan­ 
uary, 1849, three men were charged with 
stealing a quantity of gold dost from a 
miner's house. They wete arrested by a 
vigilance committee, tried and sentenced 
to be flogged on the bare back with a 
‘riata.’ This punishment they received, 
but were not set at liberty. Shortly after 
they were retried and sentenced to be 
hanged, and the sentence was immediately 
executed by hanging two of them to the 
limb of an oak tree which stook near the 
center of the small valley where Placerville 
now stands. The tnird man, for some rea­ 
son, was to be hanged the next day, but 
during the night James Doyle and Patrick 
Friry, while on guard, turned the man 
loose and he made his escape. This I was 
told next morning by Doyle and Friry as a 
secret, they being my companions in the 
cabin where we lived during the winter of 
’48-9. Next morning but few miners col­ 
lected, who, when told that the man had 
got away, said that it was all right. From 
the time thoM> men were hanged, and for 
many years, the place was known aa Ilang- 
tOWD.”

Blaine tiutlouk In rennsylvania. 
[Special to tbe KscoRD-Usiox.l 
W ashington, May 9th.—This week will 
probably determine whether Congress can 
adjourn by the 1st of June, in accordance 
with the general desire of the leaders of both 
parties, or whether the session will be pro­ 
longed at least a fortnight later, and possibly 
until July. The present condition of the 
regular general appropriation bills is as fol­ 
lows : The pensiou, fortification, army and 
navy bills have become laws. The Indian 
appropriation bill is enrolled, and will be 
sent to the President for his approval to-mor­ 
row. The consular and diplomatic bill lias 
lieen put through a committee of conference, 
and will reach the President for signature by 
Tuesday. The Alilitary Academy bill is still 
in the conference committee, but will be 
quickly disposed of. The Poetoffice appro­ 
priation bill has passed the House, and 
awaits the action of the Senate committee. 
The star route clause will doubtless give rise 
to considerable controvery in the Senate, 
and there may very possibly be further delay 
caused by the various foreshadowed proposi­ 
tions to insert subsidy amendments similar to 
those which were adopted by the Senate last 
year, but finally were stricken out when the 
bill came from the committee of conference. 
The River and Harbor bill has been reported 
by the House Commerce Committee, and an 
effort will probably be made to-morrow to put 
it through the House under a suspension of 
the rules. If this effort fail, it will have to 
be considered in Committee of the Whole, 
and an adjournment by the 1st of J une will 
be practically out of the question. The three 
most troublesome of the auuual appropriation 
bills still remain to be reported by the House 
committee, namely, the Suudry Civil, the 
Legislative aDd Executive, and the General 
Deficiency. Besides these subjects for 
action which

both houses 
before 
Congress can disperse for the summer, 
there are the tariff bill, completed by the Ways 
and Aleans Committee yesterday, which may 
or may not be taken up for passage, the Cur­ 
tin-Y ocum election case, which has gone over 
as unfinished business for this week, and the 
Marshals’ deficiency bill, now lying on the 
Speaker’s table ; while in the Senate there 
are already on hand for consideration, in ad­ 
dition to the appropriation bills now there or 
soon to reach that body, the Kellogg case, 
the internal revenue bill and Bayard’s bill 
concerning the election Marshals. The last- 
named are expected to be reported back from 
the Judiciary Committee to-morrow, and to 
be brought before the Senate for discussion on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. On the whole, the 
present outlook in regard to adjournment 
would seem to induce a stronger prob­ 
ability that Congress will be in ses­ 
sion on the 1st of July than that the 
the session will terminate by the 31st instant, 
and several members of the House Commit­ 
tee on Appropriations who were last week 
confident of ailjonrnment by the 1st of June, 
have to day withdrawn their predictions, and 
merely express a hope of adjournment by the 
lath or 20th. 
It is positively asserted here to-day, in 
certain circles friendly to Blaine, that a ma­ 
jority of the Republican delegates elected in 
Philadelphia have recently held a secret con­ 
ference, and unitedly determined to cast their 
votes at Chicago for Blaine ; that they com­ 
municated this decision to Senator Don 
Cameron ; that he immediately went to Phil­ 
adelphia, and finding that he could not 
change it, obtained a concession that it should

D ublin, Alay 9th.—A deputation of the 
Mansion House Relief Committee waited on 
Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, Satur­ 
day, to call his attention to continued dis­ 
tress in Ireland. Lord Alayor Gray said the 
distress was not likely to be mitigated before 
the end of July, and as the committee had 
no reason to hope their resources would 
suffice until that time they left the matter in 
the hands of the Government. Gray read 
a telegram from Clifden, Galway county, 
stating that if immediate relief was not 
given the people would die by scores. 
Forster replied that the Government fully 
recognized the extent of the distress, ana 
added : “ We are doing our utmost to alle­ 
viate it by means of loans to the people.” 
Subsequently a deputation from the Cana­ 
dian Committee asked Forster to urge upon 
the Government the necessity of duecting 
the Lord of the Treasury to advance funds 
for the construction of fishery piers, etc. 
Forster said they had made a strong case and 
he would lav it before the Government. 
An English steamer is ashure five miles 
north of Smith’s Island. 
Devastating Hall-» ioriu — Kerm any an<f 
tbe Vatican. 
L on do n, Alay 9th.—A Pesth correspond­ 
ent telegraphs : A hail storm has devastated 
the greater part of West Hungary. Almost 
all the windows and roofs of the houses in 
towns and villages are destroyed, and vines, 
friiit trees and green corn crushed to the 
earth. 
A Rome co-respondent, telegraphs : The 
project which Bismarck intends to present in 
the Chamber for taking discretionary powers 
for the application of the May laws has lieen 
communicated to the Vatican. The project 
is not entirely satisfactory to the Vatican, 
since the powers granted might be so used as 
to be worse for the Chnroh than the Alay 
laws themselves. Nevertheless it is deemed 
advisable to acquiesce. 
W ill Not Be Exeealril. 
L ondon, Alay 9th.—A Berlin dispatch says 
the assassin of Colonel Commercff will not le 
executed. The Czar, in reply to the Sultan, 
did not object to a commutation of the sen­ 
tence to imprisonment for life, as the execu­ 
tion might provoke a rebellion. 
The Indian Di llrit - Albanian Independ­ 
ence. 
L o n d o n , Alay 9th.—Hon. Edward Stan­ 
hope, late Under Secretary for India, writes 
to the Standard denying that the late Gov­ 
ernment had received a telegram concerning 
the Indian defi it on the morning after tha 
debate on Fawcett’s motion in Parliament in 
favor of England’s contributing a portion of 
the Afghan war expenses. He severely dep­ 
recates Fawcett’s action in making the state­ 
ment before ascertaining the fact. Fawcett 
writes to the Standard recalling his state­ 
ment, and expressing regret that he had been 
misinformed.

POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


THE 
MADISON 
SQUARE 
DISASTER. 


T he verdict of the Coroner’s ju ry in the 
M adison 
Square 
disaster 
censures the 
arch itect of th e rotten 
building which 
proved a trap for the public, and also con­ 
dem ns th e bureau whose d u ty it w as to 
h ave seen th a t th e building was safe. 
This, no doubt, is all th a t will be done in 
th o way of reprehension. 
The Board 
w hich passed 
the fallen building is of 
course a political one, and th e slaughter of 
a few scores of m iserable men and women 
w ill not atiect it much. 
I t is u tterly irre­ 
sponsible, and though it was the direct cause 
of th is hideous m assacre it is answ erable to 
nobody for its crim inal negligence. 
A 
m ore outrageous piece of botch w ork than 
th e building which fell over, has indeed 
seldom been heard of even in th is age of 
sham eless dishonesty in building. 
N either 
th e architect nor th e contractors nor the cap­ 
italists whose money was employed, cared 
a jo t w hat the constquences of th eir reck­ 
lessness m ight he, and events have showed 
th a t they were practically justified in this 
indifference. 
For all they now have to put 
up w ith as th eir ¿hare of the calam ity is a 
passing expression of anger and disgust 
w hich they kuow very well will be over in 
a few days. 
The press may denounce 
them , and say hard things about them , but 
all they have to do is to hold their tongues 
and th e flurry will soon be over. Of course 
there is no lesson in this dreadful sacrifice 
of hum an life to afford any guaran tie 
against its repetition. 
I t has been made 
clear th a t the m ost infam ous disregard for 
th e public fafety entails no m ore seri­ 
ous penalty than a scolding, and there­ 
fore 
architects and 
contractors 
and 
bureaus 
of 
inspection 
can go 
on 
building and passing other equally rot­ 
ten structures, 
confident th a t if 
they 
tum ble dow n presently, no responsibility 
w ill attach to 
anybody. T he M adison 
Square disaster lias in short produced a 
g reat deal of very excited talk , b ut it lias 
had no salutary results. 
T he men whose 
d u ty it was to exam ine th e building will 
perhaps not be elected to office again for a 
year or two, b u t th ey will not lose stan d ­ 
ing w ith their associates in politics. 
The 
d isaster cannot be called an accident, be­ 
cause it was deliberately prepared by the 
sty le of building adopted, b u t there is 
nothing to indicate th a t it would be im- 
p ru d e u t to repeat th e experim ent. 
The 
public m ust look out for itself. 
It cannot 
«xpect its servants to pay any attention to 
its safety.

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THE 
ILLINOIS 
STRUGGLE. 


T he struggle in Illinois has apparently 
resulted in a defeat to th e third-term 
m ovem ent. 
T he Klaiue and W ashburne 
m en beat th e G ran t m en hollow in Cook 
county, and th e complexion of th e delega­ 
tions from other p arts of th e S tate Í3 such 
as to foreshadow a successful resistance to 
th e G rant boom in th e S tate Convention. 
T he claim of th e G ran t supporters th a t he 
w ould have the forty-tw o votes of Illinois 
beyond a peradventure is already exploded, 
and it is no longer at all certain th a t he can 
coutrol one-third of them . And it m ust be 
rem em bered th at the control of th e vote of 
Illinois m eans a gre it deal more for him 
th an it does for Blaiue, seeing th a t it is his 
ow n State, w ithout which any candidate 
cu ts a poor show in a N ational Convention. 
T he stren g th of th e anti-third-te.-m senti­ 
m ent can no longer be questioned, and it is 
very certain to develop m ore and m ore 
henceforw ard. 
Of th e S tates y et to choose 
d ele g ites to Chicago it is extrem ely im­ 
probable th a t G ran t will secure anything 
like th e proportion originally claim ed for 
him , and y e t he cannot afford to lose a 
single trick. T he fact th a t he w ill not have 
m ore th an a inoiety of th e votes of New 
Y ork and Pennsylvania is now plain. 
N or 
w ill he have a solid South to support him. 
In fact his stren g th is declining rapidly in 


all directions, and th e opposition to bis 
nom ination is attain in g m ore form idable 


p ro p o rtio n s every day. 


S enator T eller has presented a m inority 
report against the bill prohibiting political 
assessm ents. 
H e argues th a t th e purpose 
of the bill is partisan, and th a t it is not in ­ 
spired by any w ish to p u t a stop to the 
abuses against w hich it is ostensibly d i­ 
rected. 
In this he ¡3 v c r^ probably right, 
b u t his argum ent on behalf of political as­ 
sessm ents is none th e less w eak. 
I t is a 
very common and stale device to m eet re­ 
form proposals w ith im peachm ents of the 


m otives of those who advance them , b u t in 
this case such irrelevant argum ents will 
Dot divert^the atten tio n of the public from 
th e obvious need of reform . 
Speaking of 
contributions m ade by office-holders for po­ 
litical 
purposes, 
S enator 
T eller 
says : 
“ W hy should th¡3 class of citizens be de- 
“ prived of th e privilege accorded to oth- 
“ ers ! 
Is títere m ore danger in th e con- 
“ trib u tio n s of men in office th an from 
“ those who are striviug to get in ’ ” These 
questions can be answ ered w ithout diffi­ 
culty. 
I t is proper and necessary th a t of­ 
fice-holders should be prohibited from pay­ 
ing political assessm ents because th a t prac­ 
tice gives to partisan leaders a pow er w h ith 
is dangerous to the country. 
T here is more 
danger in th e contributions of office-hold­ 
ers than in those of other people be­ 
cause th ey copstitute a class practically 
under 
th e 
control 
of 
a 
few 
men, 
who 
are 
enabled 
to 
utilize 
th eir 
political revenues for th e 
m aintenance 
of th eir own influence, frequently in direct 
and flagrant opposition to th e best in te r­ 
ests of the people. 
Instances of th is kind 
are easily found. 
A few hours ago, as our 
dispatches of th is m orning indicate, th e 
office-holders of Uook county, Illinois, were 
actively em ployed, under th e direction of 
Senator Logan, in an endeavor to pack the 
S tate Convention for G rant, against the 
wishes of th e m ajority of th e p arty . 
The 
same th in g has recently been done in New 
Y ork and Pennsylvania, and th e same 
thing w ill alw ays be done so long as office­ 
holders are under th e thum bs of Congress­ 
m en, and are com pelled to do th e la tter 
political service w henever called upon. 
U nder a b etter system th e fact w ould be 
recognized th a t office-holders are th e em ­ 
ployes of th e whole people, and no t the 
servants of a particular political organiza­ 
tion. Political assessm ents, moreover, are a 
m eans of exercising a very oppressive kind 
of political blackm ail. 
The office-holders 
are afraid to refuse to pay them , for they 
have reason to know th a t th e ir places 
m ay 
depend 
upon 
th eir 
compliance 
in th is regard. 
N or is th is th e w orst 
of th e practice, for of course when men 
are m ade to pay for th eir positions in 
this w ay th ey expect to com pensate them ­ 
selves by other m ethods, and so extrava­ 
gance and inefficiency and even dishonesty 
come to be regarded as of no m om ent in 
public oflice, and the m en who are m ost 
zealous in w orking for th e p arty are looked 


upen as th e m ost eligible appointees, irre­ 
spective of th eir fitness for th e w ork they 
are supposed to do. 
Senator T eller is 
w rong in saying th a t opposition to political 
assessm ents “ is based on th e theory th at 
“ the use of m oney contributed by a cer- 
“ tain class of citizens is a crim e.” 
It. is 
based on no such theory, b ut on experience 
of th e in ju ry done to th e G overnm ent -by 
th e prostitution of the public service for 
th e furtherance of partisan ends. 
P o liti­ 
cians like Senator T eller have learned to 
regard th e public service as a perquisite of 
party, and so long as th a t fallacy is m ain­ 
tained there can be no reform . 
I t is neces­ 
sary to clear aw ay all such sophistries, and 
to show w hat m ischief is caused by them , 
before anything b etter can be introduced. 


The office-holder ought not to be depen­ 
d ent upon any p arty or politician for his 
position. 
H e ought to hold it for no other 
reason th an his fitness, and as long as he 
is efficient and honest he ought to retain 
it, no m atter w hat p arty is iu power. 
T h at is the end to w hich all efforts a t re­ 
form of th e Civil Service point, and how ­ 
ever d istan t this end may appear now, it 
is assuredly th e only one w orth w orking 
for. 
P oli’ical assessm ents 
are 
against 
public policy. 
T h at is the m ain ground 
of opposition to them . 
T here is no reason 
w hy parties should depend upon such con­ 
tributions, and as a m atter of faet it is 
only the p arty in pow er th a t ever docs 
depend on them . 
They tend to convert 
all the people’s servants into th e servants 
of one party , and th a t is a very serious 
evil of itself. 
They support and strengthen 
aud give u n ity to 
“ m achine ” politics, 
which is th e m ost corrupt and dangerous 


kind. 
T he pretense th a t 
office holders 
w ould be deprived of any of th eir rights 
as citizens by prohibiting them from con­ 


tributing to cam paign funds, is ridiculous. 
I t assum es a desire on th e p art of the 
office-holders to 
pay such assessm ents, 
whsreas, if the tru th were know n, the 
office-holders 
would 
rejoice to be pu t 
under 
such 
a 
prohibition. 
H ith erto 
they have been 
bled 
a t 
th e pleasure 
of th e m anagers. T hey did n ot like it, but 
they could not help them selves. 
Does any 
sane man im agine th a t th ey w ould com- 
pl tin a t being freed from this blackm ail ? 
The m easure proposed is quite as m uch in 


th eir interest as in th a t of th e public. 
I t 
is to restore their independence, a t present 
taken from them by an objectionable prac­ 
tice. 
I t is only th e m auagers who have 
any reason to be dissatisfied w ith th e 
proposition, and as th e ir in terests are dia­ 
m etrically opposed to those of th e country, 
their dissatisfaction ought not to be ac­ 
corded any weight. 
N or does it siguify 
w hat th e m otives of th e m ajority of the 
com m ittee are in urging th e passage of th e 
bilL 
V ery likely they are quite a3 n ar­ 
row ly partisan as Senator T eller himself, 
b n t it is none th e less apparent th a t the 
bill is a good one iu principle, and th a t if 
it is enacted it m ust produce a decided im ­ 
provem ent in the transaction of th e public 
business. 
Indeed, it is calculated to prove 
an entering wedge w hereby civd service 
reform m ay be helped onw ard greatly, and 
a very brief experience of the advantages 
to be gained from itsoperation would prob­ 
ably encourage the country to dem and a 
further m ovem ent in th e direction of pure 
and tffioieut governm ent.

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THE 
ARIZONA 
INDIAN 
WAR. 


I t is evident th a t authoritative inform a­ 
tion is needed concerning th e Indian w ar 
uow being carried on iu Ariz >na, for there 
is au irreconcilable couilict betw een th e ac­ 
counts a t present before the public. 
The 
m ilitary dispatches have represented the 
A pache chief 
Y ictorio as having been 
cha3cd aud defeated all over th e T erritory, 
b u t now comes a civilian, A. J. Fountain, 
form erly of Sacram ento, who declares th a t 
the Apaches have had th e best of th e con­ 
test all th e tim e, and th a t th e arm y has 
been beaten. 
H e says : 
“ G eneral H atch, 
“ after having been w hipped all over the 
“ country by V ictorio, has gone to the 
“ Mescalero Agency, and driven aw ay all 
“ the Indians who were behaving them - 
“ selves.” 
T his peculiar kiud of policy 
has so often Leen pursued in the past, 
as show n by M r. M oueypeunv in his recent 
w ork, “ O ur Indian W ards,” th at we are dis­ 


posed to believe th e statem ent. M r. Foun­ 


tain gives fu rth er particulars, however. 
H e s a y s : “ V ictorio, w ith less th an 200 
“ w arriors, has w hipped over S00 troops. 
“ Don’t believe a w ord you read in the 
“ E astern papers about affairs here. A t San 
“ A ndreas, th irty m iles from here, a battle 
“ occurred some days ago. 
T here were 
“ 400 troops, and not over sixty Indians. 
“ T he troops claim ed a victory, and pre- 
“ tended they killed 30 Indians, w hen, in 
“ fact, th ey were badly defeated, and 
“ came near beiDg annihilated. 
T hey lost 
“ one Captain and seven men, and killed 
“ one squaw. 
G eneral H atch m akes a big 
“ blow about it in the papers, aud claims 
“ a great victory. 
I predicted th is th in g 
“ m onths ago. 
Of all th e w retched mis- 


“ m anagem ent th a t has uniform ly charac- 
“ terized th e conduct of Indian affairs on 
“ this frontier there has been none equal 
“ to this last.” 
T his is a very serious and 
sw eeping indictm ent, and it is to be hoped 


th a t it may be possible before long to find 
out th e tru th of th e situation. I t is evident 
th a t despite 
th e 
repeated 
claims 
of 
victory over V ictorio’s baud m ade on behalf 
of the troops, th a t redoubtable chief is by 
no m eans conquered. 
In fact, he appears 
to be fighting aw ay as hard and is success­ 
fully as ever, and though it Joes not ap­ 
pear probable th a t he can w hip eight hu n ­ 
dred 
U nited 
S tates 
troops 
w ith tw o 
hundred braves, he is plainly able to hold 
his own against th e force th a t has y et 
been p u t in th e field against him. 
B u t if, 
as M r. F ountain alleges, G eneral H atch 
has tu rn ed th e peaceable Indiaus out of 
th eir reservations, V ictorio w ill no doubt 
soon be reinforced by all these braves th u s 
forced upon the w arpath, and the result 
m ust be a w ar as destructive and prolonged 
and costly as any th a t lias preceded it. 


PACITI0 COAST ITEMS. 


T E X T -300K S 
IN 
SAN 
FRANCISCO. 


The San Francisco Board of Education 
appears to have been captured by th e te x t­ 
book agents very easily, and to have m ade 
contracts w hich w arran t sharp suspicions 
of th e in teg rity of those who are respon­ 
sible. 
I t is alleged th a t in several cases 
contracts have been aw arded GO J per eer.t. 
higher th an th e agents had agreed to fu r­ 
nish th e books for. 
In such cases it re ­ 
quires a g reat deal more ingenuity than 
th e suspected m em bers seem to possess, 
to explain aw ay th e ugly aspects of the 
business. 
Of course no consideration has 
been given to th e m erits of th e books 
adopted. 
Indifference on th a t point ap ­ 
pears to be th e rule in th e choice of 
school text-books. 
I t ought perhaps to be 
tak en into acccunt th a t the m em bers of 
such School Boards as San Francisco is 
blessed w ith are liable to be incapable of 
form ing intelligent opinions upon questions 
of this kind. 
In th e abuses w hich are 
being developed, however, we have a fresh 
illustration of th e beauties of th e new 
C onstitution. 
The preposterous m ethod of 
choosing text-books w hich th a t imbecile 
instrum ent introduced w as advanced as ail 
im provem ent upon th e old plan. 
I t was 
said th a t th e S tate Board of Education 
could not he tru sted to resist the potent 
inducem ents of th e text-book agents, and 
so, to guard against possible sw indles, the 
d u ty of selection w as in tru sted to the 
county hoards of Education, whose superior 


senseof responsibility and higherintellectual 
standing were supposed to afford a perfect 
defense against corruption. 
The public are 
beginning to perceive how m uch has been 
gained by the change, b u t th e enlighten­ 
m ent will no doubt be m uch greater before 
th e new system is fully developed. 


EISK A R C K ’S 
TROUBLES. 


Bism arck com plains b itterly th a t the 
Particularista are opposinghis centralizing 
policy so obstinately, 
lie is discovering 
th e difficulties w hich are inseparable from 
th e consum m ation of his im perial pro­ 
gramm e. 
So long as th e only question was 
th a t of federation for m utual defense, the 
Em pire was capable of being m aintained 
w ithout m uch trouble, b ut now th a t th e 
Chancellor seeks to m erge th e ancient 
liberties of th e states in a uniform modern 
political system , he is confronted by a re­ 
sistance w hich is tolerably certain to be 
persistent aud determ ined. 
H is attack 
upon the privileges of th e free cities will 
provoke th e b itte rest opposition he has y et 
encountered, and m ay show him th a t the 


Em pire is not so consolidated th a t his 
death m ight not produce a very serious re­ 
actionary tendency. 
H e has been too im ­ 
patient to accom plish more than the situ a­ 
tion adm itted of, w ithin one life-tim e, aud 
if he insists upon urging his new ideas it 
is quite possible th a t he m ay involve him ­ 
self in more dangerous com plications than 
eith er th e clerical or Socialist issues have 
brought to th e front.

W hatever au ouuce of prevention may 
be to other m em bers of the bady, it cer­ 
tainly is w orth many pounds of cure to the 
eye. 
Like a chronom eter w atch tnis d e li­ 
cate organ will stand any am ount of use, 
not to say ab u se; but when once throw n 
off its balance it very rarely can be brought 
back to its original perfection of action, or, 
if it is, it becomes ever a lte r liable to a re 
turn of disability of function or the seat of 
actual disease.

does it occur to the parents far an in stant 
th a t m any of the m ental as w. 11 as bodily 
attrib u tes of a grow ing child are fashione I, 
even if they are not created, by th e cjndi- 
tum of the eye alone. 
A child is p u t to 
School w ithout the slightest inquiry ou the 
part of the parent, and m uch less on the 
part of th e teacher, w hether it has the 
norm al am ount of s ig h t; w hether it sees 
objects sharply and w ell defined, or iuibs- 
tm etlv and distorted ; w hether it l>e near­ 
sighted or far-sigii'ed ; wfaetfii r its- es w ith 
one o r tw o t yes ; or, finally, if it dues s-e 
clearly and distinctly, w hether it is not 
using a q u an tity of nervous fore • sufficient 
after a tim e not only to exhaust the energy 
of th e visual organ, b u to f th e nervous sys­ 
tem a t large.—[Dr. E dw ard G. Loriug.

The Board of Education held a epecial 
meeting Saturday evening, at which members 
•f the Board were present as follows : Messrs. 
Griffith), lvird. Stalker, Horublower, Me- 
Clatchy, TViemeyer and Butler. 
The resignation of Mr. Knights, as p. mem­ 
ber of the Board, was reported for action, and 
«pon rnotioi of Mr. Stalker the same was 
accepted. The Board then proceeded to fill 
the vacancy, and nominations were made as 
follows: J. M. Henderson, by Mr. Horn- 
blower; G. B. Katzenstein, by Mr. Stalker; 
Felix Tracy, by M r. B utler; and Matt. F.

THE SUIT AGAINST THE CITY. 
E ds. Recokd-Union : 1 would not desire 
to excite alarm unnecessarily, but it appears 
to me that our city is in great danger from 
the litigation now existing in the German 
bond case. The simple truth is that under 
the Act of 1858 we pledged 55 per cent, of 
our revenue for the redemption of our bonded 
indebtedness. We have dishonestly broken 
this solemn compact, and have reduced the 
tax levy from one per cent, for the general 
fund to, I believe, less than one-half of that 
amount, and now, when the bondholder sues 
us to make us keep our contract, the City 
Trustees employ counsel, aud vote out $1,000 
for counsel fees as a retainer, to contest a case 
to which there is no possible defense. It is 
claimed that of the nine year»’ interest un­ 
paid, five thereof are within the statute of 
limitations. Suppose that this is true, this 
fact would enhance the value of the bonds, 
and we would have to pay a higher percentage 
to purchase, so we have uottiing to gain by 
litigation. Now let us see what we might 
lose by it, if we owe $380,000 of interest 
acciued within the four years last past. The 
Courts have frequently appointed a Commis­ 
si ner to levy an assessment to pay the in­ 
debtedness of municipal corporations and sent 
the United States Marshal to collect the 
necessary amount to effect that purpose. Our 
ordinary tax levy i-, say two per cent, on the 
assessed value of the property in the city. 
This levy- raises about $200.000 in round 
numbers. Now add $400,000 to the above 
figures and our taxes, for a single year, would 
aggregate, including .State and county taxes, 
about 71 per cent., or $75 on each $1.000 of 
taxable property in the city. But suppose 
that the Court decides that the coupons for 
interest for the five years claimed to be 
within the statutes of limitation are not 
within the statute, then we are compelled to 
add to our tax estimate 5 per cent, more, 
making 13 per cent, of taxation per annum. 
What then? Why, we simply will be com­ 
pelled to pay $130 on each 81,000 of taxable 
property, aud the result would be that the 
values of property would lie decreased one- 
half. This whole difficulty could have been, 
and even yet might be, avoided by the 
exercise of common prudence and honesty. 
Judge Beatty, Chairman of the Funded Debt 
Commission, who has, more than all the men 
of the city’, studied this question, and who 
has, with his associates, given seven years of 
service gratuitously in this matter, could have 
arranged this whole business in the city’s in­ 
terest, and in the course of ten years, without 
any oppressive taxation, relieved us of the 
whole debt. I ask citizens to remember the 
Fotvle case lately pending against the city. 
What benefit diil we gain by litigation? I 
propose to see that this whole subject is fully 
discussed, and that the public shall judge of 
the wisdom of the course pursued by our au­ 
thorities.

WJAT ir WAS NOT. 
Aledical and physiological science have 
thus far failed to account satisfactorily for 
that phenomena known as the hair standing 
on end and the skin of the body assuming 
that peculiar state known to most people as 
“ goose flesh.” However much at fault sci­ 
entists may be as to the effect of the mind 
upon the body, by which these peculiarities 
are made manifest, it is quite certain that the 
driver of engine No. 99, on the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad, and his fireman, can certify to 
their being facts. Frank Taylor is about as 
brave as the best of ’em. Brave n>eu, how­ 
ever, kuow what it is to be truly frightened— 
cowards and fools do not. The one class an­ 
ticipates danger, the other does not realize it; 
but the courageous know it and do not 
underestimate it. To the engineer on duty 
it is always present, but especially so when 
he is on a down grade with forty loaded box­ 
cars behind, and horse, hog or cow on the 
track just ahead. A short time ago Taylor 
came, iu the du.-ky light of gray dawn, when 
near Batavia, upon a “ something ” on the 
track. 
Fortunately 
he 
was 
running 
slow, and though backed up by a 
heavy train, had it under full con­ 
trol. So he tooted 99’s steam-horn vigor­ 
ously, but the “ something” wouldn’t move, 
except slowly across a hit of low trestlework, 
all the time between the rails, and at last 
lay down across the line. It was not a horse, 
nor an ox, nor a cow, or any “ sich.” Had 
it been, Taylor might have rolled his train 
ahead and have boosted the obstruction off— 
that is sometimes done, though engineers, of 
course, never confess. But it might be a hog 
he thought, and so thought his tiremun. It 
was “ a leetle large for a porker,” but then it 
might be a State Fair pig. If a hog, it 
wouldn’t do to run into it, as hogs have a 
na-ty way of rolling under the engine flticl 
greasing the track, and getting mixed up with 
the rods and things, and bringing particular 
smash to pass. So the train was >1 owed down 
aud stopped, and Taylor got off (he says he 
didn’t) aud went ahead with a stick and hard 
words to beat that ousted hog into sausage 
meat. His fireman leaned out to see the fun, 
and finally got down to give the porker a kick 
if chance favored. But both calculated amiss. 
The hog arose ; it got upon its hind legs part­ 
ly, ami struck out with sharp claws from 
hairy paws ; it snarled anil showed its teeth, 
aud took after the engineer, who made for 
the engine at a fatter rate than ever “ 99” 
went since it was christened in the machine 
shop. The ti>email took iu the situation and 
fairly rolled into the cab as Taylor leaped 
over him and pulled the throttle, but he did 
not pull until the cinnamon king of the Coast 
range had brought him a slap on the hip that 
reminded him cf the early slipper days of 
youth and sweet home. Taylor is too thor­ 
ough a man to go back on the bear story. It 
was a bear ; he got out of the w ay; he got 
“ 99” out of the way, being peifectly aware 
that however good a machine it is for the 
road, it is not just tlie tiling with which to 
hunt bruin. Taylor’s want of smoothness 
about the scalp lock is declared by his friends 
to he the result of the physiological peculiar­ 
ity before mentioned, and which occurs when­ 
ever ail engineer attempts to club the brains 
out of a hear that ventures to stop a Central 
Pacific freight train.

FUNERAL OF REV. S. B. GREGORY. 
The funeral of Rev. S. B. Gregory took 
place yesterday afternoon from Calvary Bap­ 
tist Church, brief services having been pre­ 
viously held at his late residence on H street.

The 
ministers of all the various churches of the 
city, and some from abroad, occupied the 
pulpit platform. After an appropriate an­ 
them by the choir, the services were opened 
by reading selections of Scripture by Rev. Dr. 
Dwinell, commencing with “ They that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness of the firma­ 
ment, and they that turn many unto right­ 
eousness, as the stars forever and ever.” 
Rev. l)r. Bentley offered prayer. The choir 
sang “ Jesus, Savior of My Soul,” which in 
being announced was stated to have been a 
great favorite of the deceased, and one of the 
last pieces which during his sickness he re­ 
quested should be sung to him.

THE SYLVAN MAY FESTIVAL. 
The first annual Alay Festival at Sylvan of 
the Sylvan Literary Institute was so com­ 
plete a success, and indicates so forcibly what 
country literary and social clubs may accom­ 
plish in the way of rational entertainment at 
home, that something more than a passing 
notice is deserved. The Institute was organ­ 
ized last October, and something of its pro­ 
gress and beneficial influence has already 
been noted iu these columns. Its course has 
been one of success, and its influence highly 
beneficial to the people of Sylvan district. 
Its May Festival was a reunion of a large 
number of the good people of that section, 
some two huudred of whom were assembled 
in the school-house of the district as early as 
9:30 A. M. The curtain went up on the open­ 
ing of a varied programme of recitations, es­ 
say.-, colloquies, dramatic representations, 
readings, music, farces, etc., in which there 
were full veius of reason, wit, pathos, humor, 
and poetry. The Institute managers had 
been careful to insure literary excellence in 
all that was presented and exhibited marked 
good taste in their censorship of selections 
given. The result was complete satisfaction, 
made manifest hy hearty and discriminating 
applause. The programme embraced twenty 
numbers, and at its conclusion the company 
retired to the campus, where on the green­ 
sward was spread a choice and very bounti­ 
ful noon-dinner that was creditahle to the 
housew ifery of the ladies and the liberality of 
all who united in the “ spread.” As one 
gentleman remarked during the dinner, “ If 
feasting be a relic of barbarism, the good 
people of Sylvan have, for the last ninety min­ 
utes, existed ip barbarity most pronounced.” 
At half-past 1 o’clock literary exercises were 
resumed and continued until 4 p. m. It is 
very doubtful if any city audience could be 
gathered which would thus devote almost an 
entire forenoon and an afternoon to a literary 
entertainment, even if sandwiched with a 
tempting banquet. Foot-racing and athletic 
sports were engaged in after 4 o’clock and 
until nearly 0, when the ball began, for which 
54 tickets were sold and at which over 100 
persons were present. The ball wTas as com­ 
plete a social success as had been the preced­ 
ing exercises entertaining successes.

The B rpahliran Prim arle» in I'lilcnso — 
An A nti'Erauf Victory. 
Chicago, M ay 8th.—The Republican pri­ 
maries, to elect delegates to the Cook County 
Convention, held to-day, elected 
Wash- 
burne, 58 G rant ami 25 Jilaine delegates in 
the eighteen wards of this city, and 10 Wash- 
burne, 11 G rant and 4 Ulaine delegates from 
the outside towns in the county. 
Total tor 
W ashbtirne 73, G rant GO, Blaine 20. 
As the 
remaining towns only send 20 delegates, these 
figures insure an anti-G rant Convention, and 
an anti-G rant delegation of 02 to the State 
Convention on the 13th. 
The fight was a 
sure G rant and anti G iant one from the start, 
the Blaine and W ashburne men 
having 
agreed to work together, and to settle who 
should have the delegation after it was won 
frum their common 
opponent. 
Chicago 
never before witnessed such a sharply-con­ 
tested primary election, and it was remarked 
th et never before had the Democrats turned 
out so strong at a purely Republican primary. 
Both parties are credited with getting in ex­ 
traordinarily rapid voting. 
In one ward 115 
rotes were polled in the five hours the polls 
were open. 
The G rant men feel sore over 
their defeat, but now declare th at Cook 
county was not necessary to their winning at 
the State Convention anyway. 
They find 
consolation in the returns coming in from the 
County Conventions to-night, which give 
them sixty State delegates to twenty-one for 
W asbburne and Blaiue. 
These, added to the 
figures compiled for the Times this morning, 
give G rant 243 to 211 for both his opponents. 
Cook county’s 32 delegates will therefore be 
a very im portant faction in deciding the com­ 
plexion of Illinois at the N ational Conven­ 
tion.

Considerable excitement was caused yester­ 
day by the lodgment in the Ovid jail of Dan 
Lyle (colored), his wife and a negro woman 
named Susan Talley. 
I t seems th at Dan 
ind his wife, who have resided in Civil Dis­ 
trict No. 18 of this county for some time, 
where they have been considered quiet, inof­ 
fensive people, of good character and frugal, 
industrious habits, have more recently be­ 
come thoroughly imbued with 
emotional 
religion, which D an has let unseat his reason, 
until he is a perfect monomaniac upon the 
subject. 
He has asserted th at he was the 
Saviour, his wifs the Virgin M ary, aud 
Susan Talley, who lives with them, the 
prophetess. 
In his zeal he has, on divers 
occasions, appeared at places of worship, both 
for white and black people, and insisted upon 
playing 
his 
part 
as 
preacher, to 
the 
great disgust of all present. 
Yesterday 
the 
Constables of 
D istrict No. 10 pro­ 
cured a w arrant 
for 
his 
arrest 
upon 
a 
charge 
of disturbing public worship, 
and went to his house to execute the same. 
Oan resisted furiously, aud assaulted Consta­ 
ble Sanders with an ax. 
Constable Rawley, 
in order to save the life of Sanders, fired 
three shots at Lyle, one of which took effect 
in his right breast and the other in his groin. 
Lyle then returned to his house and b arri­ 
caded the windows aud doors. 
Sheriff Mos­ 
ley was sent for, and immediately went to 
the scene of action, accompanied by police­ 
man M orrisor, of this place. 
Upon his ar­ 
rival Lyle immediately surrendered. 
Upon 
¿titering the house the officers were attracted 
by a smell of putrid human flesh, and on 
m aking a search found two of Lyle’s children 
dead, with their necks broken. 
From the 
appearance of their bodies, decomposition 
having commenced, they must have been 
dead for some time. 
A Coroner’s jury was 
summoned, and a verdict returned th at the 
children came to their death by violence. 
I ’arties from the neighborhood say th at the 
impression is th at the murder was instigated 
by the “ Virgin M ary" and the “ Prophet­ 
ess,” who have both wielded a strong influ­ 
ence over Lyle, and th at he did the killing to 
relieve the women of the care of the children, 
believing th at for the occasion he was a 
Herod. 
Lyle's wounds are very painful, but 
not considered mortal.

B l-m a rek ’» P o licy -The Ilam h n rg B ill. 
B e r lin , M ay 8th.—The Official Gazette 
publishes a dispatch from Bism arck to the 
Prussian Representatives to 
the 
Federal 
States, dealing with the A ltona and St. Paul 
question. He states th at the Committee of the 
Bundesrath have unanimously resolved to re­ 
port to the Council only upon the technical 
side of the question, and to keep altogether 
out of consideration the constitutional aspect 
of the case. 
He lays stress npon the neces­ 
sity of avoiding, as far as possible, for the 
sake of concord, any interpretation of the 
constitutional rights 
involved. 
Bismarck 
lioints out th at it is the indisputable right of 
Prui-sia to divide any portion of her own ter­ 
ritory from the Ham burg Free P ort D istrict, 
and maintains th.it the proposed severance of 
St. Paul has not heen urged in the interest of 
Prussia, as it is of advantage to Altona that 
St. Paul should remain outside of the Zoll- 
verein, but that it was rather in the interests 
of Ham burg th at the new customs line 
was proposed. 
The Bundesrath can de­ 
cide upon the customs line without enter­ 
ing into 
an 
examination 
of 
the 
con­ 
stitutional bearing of the question, which 
would 
be 
likely 
to 
produce 
a 
con­ 
flict of opinion. 
Those Governments which 
consider th at by the severance of St. Paul 
from the H am burg D istrict the Constitution 
of the Em pire would be violated, can vote 
against the proposal; but ii th at case Bis­ 
marck would not advise the Empero» to re­ 
nounce his right to uphold a demand which 
is undoubtedly no infraction of the C onstitu­ 
tion. 
Bismarck urges the necessity of main­ 
taining an unimpaired concord between the 
Governments, and expresses a hope th at the 
respective proposals of Prussia and Ham burg 
may be settled by m utual arrangem ent and 
without resorting to a decision by majorities 
and minorities. 
Prussia will willingly take 
into consideration any proposal which would 
in its effect be in accordance with the Consti­ 
tution, provided the Federal Government 
would make a unanimous endeavor to oppose 
with one accord the attem pt of certain mem­ 
bers of the Reichstag to lim it the authority 
of the Bundesrath. 
B erlin, M ay 8th.—The Reichstag to-day 
discussed the second readingof the Elbe N av­ 
igation Act, involving the severance of A1 tona 
and St. Paul from the free port territory of 
W nrtemberg. 
The Committee of the House 
assent to the bill, with the proviso th at the 
change of customs in the frontier stations on 
the Elbe shall only be enacted by special 
laws. 
Bismarck said this proviso was an a t­ 
tem pt a t pressure, to which the Government 
could not submit. 
The Im perial Constitu­ 
tion was on the side of the Government, and 
overrode the provincial law, which estab­ 
lished the customs frontier on the Elbe. 
The 
free port rights of Ham burg could not be 
withdrawn without Ham burg's consent, but 
the Federal Council had the right to fix the 
boundary of the free port territory. 
H e re­ 
gretted to say th at particularism had ap ­ 
peared with renewed strength. Constitutional 
disputes had been kindled for the first time in 
the Federal Council. 
He then referred to 
the opposition of the Catholic Center. From 
them he had expected support. 
Hence the 
concessions which were about to be submitted 
to the Prussian D iet. 
The opposition parties 
should beware of the coisequences of their 
conduct. 
I t was dangerous to sow discord be­ 
tween the Federal Governments. “ Only one 
thing,” he said, “ retains me in office, namely, 
the will of the Emperor. When 1 see the ob­ 
stacles I have to contend with, I feel a strong 
desire for rest in retirement. 
If you consider 
the ¡>ower of the Center unconquerable, I 
should advise you, on my retirem ent, to se­ 
lect a M inistry representing both the Center 
and Conservative. 
I am tired to deatn when 
I see my efforts constantly thw arted by the 
Liberals, who will not yield on the smallest 
point when the continued existence of the 
Em pire is at stake.” 
H err W inhordsl replied to Bismarck. 
He 
said the Center did not oppose the Govern­ 
ment from party motives. 
Bismarck alone 
can restore peace to the Church. 
If he does 
it, he will obtain much which a t piesent is 
unobtainable. 
S p ecu lation as* lo 
G ladstone's G overn­ 
m en t. 
N ew Y o rk , M ay 8th.—A London special 
says : M r. Gladstone, amid the pressing du­ 
ties of organizing the administration, deter­ 
mining its policy, and settling the business of 
the coming session, is finding time to institute 
a 
m inute 
inquiry 
into 
the 
national 
finances. 
Each M inister is expected to mas­ 
ter the condition of his own departm ent 
before next W ednesday, when the Cabinet 
meets to decide its course and provide a 
legislative outline for the Queen’s speech. 
I t is understood that a Burials bill has been 
determined upon, but it is doubtful whether 
any uther measure except the necessary finan­ 
cial and adm inistrative bills will be under­ 
taken a t the present session. Lord Selbourne 
is unlikely to adopt Lord Cairn's land scheme 
without modifications.

Mr. Greenwood, within forty-eight hours 
after his retirem ent from the Pall M all Ga­ 
zette, received offers exceeding half a million 
dollars to establish a new journal.

A New Y ork bank statem ent for the week

Sm all birds chase each other about in 
play ; b u t perhaps the conduct of the crane 
aud th e tru m p eter is m ost extraordinary-. 
The. la tte r stands on one leg, hops around 
in th e m ost eccentric m anner, and throw s 
som ersaults. 
T he A m ericans call it the 
m ad bird, on account of these singularities. 
W ater birds, such as ducks and geese, dive 
after each other, and clear th e surface of 
th e w ater w ith outstretched neck aud flap­ 
ping 
wings, throw ing 
abundant spray 
around. 
D eer often engage in sham b at­ 
tle, or tria l of strength, by tw isting th eir 
horns together and pushing for the m as­ 
tery. 
All anim als pretending to violence 
in th eir play stop short of exercising i t ; 
th e dog takes th e greatest precaution not 
to injure by his bite ; and th e ourang- 
outang, in w restling 
w ith 
his 
keeper 
pretends to throw him , and m akes feints 
of biting him . 
Some anim als carry out 
in th eir plav th e sem blance of catching 
th eir prey. 
Young cats, for instance, leap 
after every sm all and moving object, even 
to the leaves strew ed by th e autum n wind. 
They crouch and steal forw ard ready for 
th e spring, the body quivering and the 
tail vibrating w ith em otion ; th ey bound 
on th e m oving leaf, and again spring for­ 
w ard to another. 
Benger saw young cou­ 
gars and jaguars playing w ith round sub­ 
stances, like kittens. 
Birds of the magpie 
kind are th e analogues of m onkeys, full of 
mischief, play and m im icry. 
There is a 
story of a tam e magpie th a t was seen 
busily employed in a garden gathering peb­ 
bles, and w ith m uch solem nity and a 
studied air burying them in a hole made to 
receive a post. 
A fter dropping each stone 
it cried “ C urack !” trium phantly, and set 
off for another. 
On exam ining th e spot, a 
toad was found in th e hole, which th e m ag­ 
pie was stoning for his am usem ent.—[Pas­ 
sions of Anim als.
